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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-16 and 37-42, drawn to displaying a screen for operating remote 
output devices based on desired attributes of the output devices, classified 
in class 358, subclass 1 .9. 

II. Claims 17-36, drawn to reset of settings to an initial, default or desired 
state, classified in class 713, subclass 1. 

III. Claims 43-50, drawn to details of transmission of input-output jobs 
between devices within a static presentation system, classified in class 
358, subclass 1.15. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the others because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I, II, and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. 

3. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as an image processing 
system comprising remote and heterogenous output devices (displays, printers, MFPs, 
copiers, etc.) that have similar and/or dissimilar properties/attributes. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 
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4. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as a digital processing 
system comprising devices that have similar and/or dissimilar properties/attributes 
wherein desired properties can be reset to an initial state. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility such as associating slave 
jobs at an output device with a master job presented at an input device. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Groups II and III, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
